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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 

U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 

Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

2. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Susa et al (5,269,367). 

Susa et al discloses (see embodiment of Figs. 29-33) a structure 
connecting a shroud (500) to a heat exchanger as claimed including an air 
blower (316 in Fig. 29) that sends a current of air to the heat exchanger 
(100, 200); the shroud (500) that guides the current of air sent from the air 
blower (316 in Fig. 29) to the heat exchanger (100, 200); and brackets 
(Fig. 30) for mounting the heat exchanger to a vehicle body (col.1 , lines 7- 
9); wherein the brackets (Fig. 30) and the shroud (500) are pressed by 
part of the vehicle body (1 ) and prevented from moving in the vertical 
direction in a state in which the horizontal movement of the shroud (500) 
with respect to the brackets is prevented by projections (41 1 , see Figs. 30 
and 31 ) that are formed on the top end sides of the brackets (at 98) and 
project upward (Figs. 30 and 31), and the bottom end side (at 512) of the 
shroud (500) is supported by support projections (412) provided to the 
brackets (see 412 and 512 in Fig. 30), an L shaped section (500) including 
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an air guide portion (318 in fig. 28) that supports the air blower (316 in fig. 
28), and plural heat exchangers (100, 200). 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Mitchell et al, Bolton et al, Heine et al, Clifton et al, 
Hasegawa et al, Pautlet et al, Mahe et al, Anderson et al, Acre, Kobayashi, and 
Ogawa are cited to show mounting structures for blowers and heat exchangers.
